Deputy 
resigns 
from his 
position

A Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputy, 
who faces an alleged domestic violence 
charge in Roscommon County, resigned 
from his position earlier this month. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield said Jason Alexander resigned 
from his position on June 4. 

Alexander faces a charge stemming from 
an altercation with his wife, which occurred 
on April 27 in Roscommon County’s Lyon 
Township. A jury trial, which will be held 
in the Roscommon County District Court, 
has been scheduled for Thursday, July 26. 

Wakefield placed Alexander on unpaid, 
administrative leave on Tuesday, May I. 

Wakefield said he did not request the res- 
ignation. Alexander cited that it wouid be in 
his best interest to further his life’s career as 
the reason for his resignation, Wakefield 
said. 

Alexander had been a deputy with the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s Office for 10 
years, Prior to that, he worked as a police 
officer for the Rose City Police Department 
as well as an officer for a police department 
in Alaska. 

Alexander served as a school liaison offi- 
cer, traffic safety enforcement officer and 
as an officer funded and assigned to cover 
Grayling Township during his tenure with 
the Crawford County Sheriff’s Office. He 
was also an accident investigator and 
served on the road patrol for the last two 
years, 

“He did a lot of good work while he was 
here,” Wakefield said. “He solved a lot of 
good cases.” 

Deputy Larry King ts filling Alexander’s 
slot on the road patrol. King is a retired 
Detective Lt. from the Macomb County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

Although Wakefield plans on hiring a 
permanent replacement for Alexander, 
King will remain in the position for several 
weeks. Wakefield is currently working on 
his budget for the 2012-13 fiscal year. He is

POST 9/11 ERA STANDARDS MEAN 
CHANGES NEAR CAMP GRAYLING

The entrance to Camp Grayling as 
well as the access to Margrethe 
Boulevard will receive a major over- 
haul later this year to enhance safe- 
ty of the troops training at the mili- 
tary installation. 

The Michigan Department of 
Military and Veterans Affairs is 
planning a $750,000 project, which 
will change how traffic enters Camp 
Grayling. The project will also 


change how homeowners access 
their homes in the Margrethe 
Boulevard area. 

The reason for the project is the 
existing entrance to Camp Grayling 
does not meet U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers Access Contro! Point 
standards. In order to bring the 
entrance into compliance, roadway 
modifications will take place to 
lengthen the entrance to Camp 
Grayling. 

“Our main goal is to slow traffic 


and contain threats quite literally,” 
said Jon Jorgenson, an architect in 
the Michigan Department of 
Military and Veterans Affairs con- 
struction and facilities management 
division. 

Under the proposed plan, the 
beginning to the entrance of Camp 
Grayling will be extended out about 
600 feet from where the current 
entrance is now located. 

Next, a roundabout, which allows 
vehicles to travel in circular motion 


before proceeding to the guardhouse 
or out of Camp Grayling would be 
built. Motorists who travel into 
Camp Grayling by accident would 
have the ability to use the round- 
about to get back onto M-93 before 
encountering security guards. 

The roadway on Margrethe 
Boulevard would be removed 
between M-93 and Borcher’s Way 
to remove access to Camp Grayling 
where the guardhouse is located.

In 2009, Joe Duran, direc- 
tor for the Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department, recommended 
the Crawford County Board 
approve the new fees to pro- 
tect the unknown public 
regarding the new building 
requirements. 

Duran said the inspec- 
tions covered by the fee 
would ensure the work was 
being done to manufactur- 
er’s specifications. The 
inspections would also pro- 
tect the health, safety and 
welfare of county residents 
by cutling down mold and 
mildew contamination in 
homes and helping elimi- 
nate complaints that go to 
the Department of 
Consumer and Industry 
Affairs for shoddy work. 

The fee request was 
prompted by a state law, 


Sixth District, which covers 
Lovells Township and the 
eastern portion of Grayling 
Charter Township, 

Stephenson is running 
unopposed in the Sixth 
District. 

Stephenson was elected to 
serve on the board in 
Crawford County’s Fifth 
District. 

Ruley is the executive 
director of the Crawford 
County United Way and a 
member of the volunteer 
board of directors for 211 
for Northeast Michigan. She 
has also served on the 
Crawford County Library 
Board of Trustees for eight 
years. 

Ruley said she wanted to 
fake on another leadership 
role to help the county 
before taxpayers had to pay 
for the cost of a special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy. 

“I love my county and I 
care for it,’ Ruley said. “I 
would love to be able to 
serve my community and 
represent the people in my 


which went into effect on

In addition, the Jaw 
required a licensed residen- 
tial contractor to do the 
reroofing, residing and win- 
dow installation.

Now, the Grayling City 
Council is requesting the 
fees for work being done in 
the city.

“That was the only way 
we were going to do this is 
if a township or municipali- 
ty requests it,’ said Rick 
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district.” 

Ruley did not file to run in 
Crawford County’s Second 
Commissioner’s District, a 
reconfigured district starting 
in 2013. She said she was 
not aware that the district, 
which includes her home, 
was so drastically redrawn 
to include a portion of 
Grayling Charter Township 
and Beaver Creek Township. 

New commissioner dis- 
tricts were redrawn by a 
reapportionment committee 
following 2010 Census data. 
The new districts were 
adopted by the county board 
in June 2011. 

Sharon Priebe is running 
the in Second 
Commissioner’s district 
unopposed. Ruley said she 
would not want to run as an 
independent or write-in can- 
didate since she believes a 
majority of voters would be 
yoting with a straight-party 
ticket. 

Ruley said she could still 
serve on the library board 
after being appointed to the 


Anderson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, 

Commissioner Kathy 
Rogers, who represents the 
county district. ~=which 
includes the City of 
Grayling, was not in favor 
of adopting the fees. When 
the fees were first discussed, 
a $90 fee was proposed for 
the inspections, 

“1 don’t think the citizens 
of Grayling should be sup- 
porting the building depart- 
ment,” Rogers said. 

Rogers said she would get 
more input from Grayling 
officials to bring back to the

Adininistrator Paul Compo 
was directed to again gauge 
the support of the townships 
in adopting the fees. 
Anderson said Crawford 
County is one of few coun- 
ties that don’t require per- 
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county board. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said any conflict with the 
board would likely come 
from serving on the library 
board, 

“T don’t sce anything that 
would prevent it, but we 
would have to do some 
research,” Compo said. 

Ruley said she wanted to 
stay on the library board 
since a funding renewal is 
on the Aug. 7 primary elec- 
tion ballot. She was instru- 
mental in getting the fund- 
ing proposal passed to pay 
for library operations in 
2004. 

Ruley said she would 
abstain from any votes deal- 
ing with the library. 

“l would step back from 
any conflict, any time,” she 
said. 

Cogswell is running 
against Rick Anderson, 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, in the Aug. 
7 primary election.

New ee bridge may become fact 


The political atmosphere has 
been tainted with floods of infor- 
mation, and misinformation, to the 
point that it’s hard to know what to 
believe. It’s tough to discern lies 
from facts, and vice versa. 

The legislature has adopted 
restrictions on use of some state 
funds for the bridge. The 
propriety of the governor acting 
unilaterally to pledge the state in 
building the bridge is a question 
begging for legal solution. 

Commented Gov. Snyder at a 
recent press conference: “I’m con- 
fident that we’ll be sued and sued 
and sued. But we’ll prevail, pre- 
vail, prevail.” 

A petition drive to pass the buck 
to voters in the November election 
may well succeed, and action 
would stop awaiting the voters’ 
wishes. 

It’s still a complicated situation. 

Most of the blame — or credit — 
for confusion is due to millionaire 
Detroiter Matty Moroun, who 
owns the present Ambassador 
Bridge and wants to build a second 
bridge beside it. Mr. Moroun has 
spent $1.6 million on ads and other 


islative opinion against the public 
bridge, according to the Michigan 
Campaign Finance Network.

NOW THAT Michigan and 
Canada have signed some papers, 
details are only a bit clearer. 

Bridge construction will cost 
just under $1 billion, or $2 billion, 
depending on which report you 
read on which day. It should be 
completed within 10 years, or 
maybe four. 

Canada will put up all the front 
money, and Michigan will have no 
financial investment, according to 
most stories. Yet, US Rep. John 
Dingell calls the $550 million 
Canada will pay on behalf of 
Michigan’s share “fa loan” to be 
repaid from bridge tolls. 

So is this a loan, as Mr. Dingell 
says, or a contribution underway? 
What tolls, and for how long? So 
is that Michigan money, or not? 
Where do these tolls go once the 
$550 million is repaid to Canada? 

A significant point is that this 
$550 million from Canada will be 
used to leverage federal matching 
funds for roads and infrastructure 


Apparently Canada is ready to 
pay the entire cost of construction. 
Or is it? 

The bridge will be owned and 
operated by an international board, 
I think. 

Bonds will be issued, for con- 
struction costs, with repayment 
from tolls, ] guess. 

Other parts of the overall bridge 
package include hooking up with 
I-75 in Detroit, US customs plaza 
in Detroit, Canadian customs plaza 
in Windsor, and roads hooking up 
with Canadian expressways in 
Windsor. 

What happens if the courts 
decide Gov. Snyder exceeded his 
authority by acting unilaterally 
without legislative agreement? 
What happens if November voters 
nix the bridge? Is Canada stuck for 
the whole project? 

Still confused? I am. 

* * * 

WHAT ABOUT jobs? Will the 
new bridge produce all the eco- 
nomic stimulation and new jobs its 
backers claim? 

“Infrastructure projects of this 
magnitude are proven job cre- 


recent column in The Detroit I’ree 
Press. “For every $1 billion in 
infrastructure investment, 47,000 
jobs are created.” 

A study by the Center for 
Automotive Research in Ann 
Arbor listed 6,000 construction 
jobs for each of the first two years 
and 5,100 jobs for the last two 
years, nearly 1,400 permanent jobs 
to operate the new bridge, increase 
of $2.2 billion in Michigan’s gross 
domestic product, rise in personal 
income in Michigan of $4 billion, 
increase in state and local tax rev- 
enue of $400 million. 

The rosy picture goes on and on 
— none of it provable, of course. 

I’m still confused, and I proba- 
bly won’t write another word 
about the International Bridge, at 
Jeast until I drive across it into 
Canada, and back again.

Defense bill protects 


important priorities for 
nation and Michigan 


As chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee, my most 
important responsibility 
each year is passage of the 
National Defense 
Authorization Act, which 
authorizes programs and 
sets policies for our mili- 
tary. So I’m pleased that in 
May, the committee once 
again sent a strong biparti- 
san message of support for 
our troops and their families 
with unanimous approval of 
this authorization for 2013. 

Annual passage of this 
bill is among the most 
important jobs not just for 
the committee, but also for 
Congress. Literally, our 
national security relies on it, 
and so do our troops and 
their families. This year’s 
bill includes a pay raise for 
military members, and it 
protects them and military 
retirees from proposals that 
would increase their out-of- 
pocket health care costs. 

The bill supports our 
efforts to build 
Afghanistan’s capability to 
provide security for its peo- 
ple and to support our own 
Operations as we draw down 
the U.S. combat presence 
there. It supports efforts to 
combat al Qaeda and other 
violent extremists in places 


such as Yemen and East 


Africa. It continues efforts 
to stop the spread of nuclear 
weapons and materials, It 
strengthens special opera- 
tions forces, intelligence 
and missile defense, and 
cyber-security capabilities 
to help fight terrorism and 
other nontraditional threats. 

Importantly, the bill also 
supports efforts to live with- 
in our means and reduce the 
deficit. The bill remains 
within the total spending 
level proposed by the presi- 
dent. It protects taxpayers in 
a:number of ways: by halt- 


- img expensive propspas to 


reconfigure our forces in the 
Pacific region until more 
cost-effective plans are 
developed; by eliminating 
unnecessary construction 
projects, by omitting fund- 
ing for a troubled Army 
missile defense program, 
and strengthening oversight 
of the Defense Department. 

These and many other 
provisions of the bill are of 
national significance, and as 
always, providing for the 
national defense was our 
highest priority. But the bill 
also includes a number of 
provisions that are of spe- 
cial significance to 
Michigan. 

First, the committee, on a 
bipartisan basis, rejected 
proposals to retire Air 
National Guard aircraft and 
eliminate Guard personnel 
across the country. These 
proposals would have hit 
Air Guard units at Selfridge 
Air National Guard Base, 
Battle Creek Air National 
Guard Base, and Alpena 
Combat Readiness Training 
Center especially hard. 

The Air National Guard 
performs an extremely 
important function, and its 
capabilities should not be 
casually or precipitously 
changed. The Air Force pro- 
posed budget cuts that dis- 
proportionately affected the 
Air National Guard. The 
proposal was ill-conceived 
and unjustified. We prohib- 
ited the Air Force from 
retiring Air Guard or Air 
Force Reserve aircraft, 
rejected the proposed per- 
sonnel cuts, and provided 
the necessary funding to 
account for those changes. 
We also established a proce- 
dure to prevent such poorly 
thought-out proposals in the 
future, through appointment 


of a commission that will 


; 


make nonbinding recom- 
mendations to Congress on 
the proper structure of the 


Air Force. 

Also, this year’s bill con- 
tinues to rely on Michigan’s 
manufacturing, engineering 
and technological know- 
how to protect our country. 

The bill authorizes pro- 
curement of systems and 
equipment that Michigan 
workers and companies 
help build, including several 
ground vehicles and the 
Littoral Combat Ship. It 
includes $173.5 million for 
vehicle research and devel- 
opment efforts at the 
Army’s premier vehicle 
R&D facility, the Tank and 
Automotive Research, 
Development and 
Engineering Center in 
Warren. 

It continues funding for 
the Defense Department’s 
STARBASE program, 
which originated in 
Michigan in 1989 as a way 
for the military to encour- 
age science, technology, 
engineering and math edu- 
cation. And it continues 
programs to support the 
defense industrial base and 
boost research and develop- 
ment at universities and in 
the private sector, programs 
that for years have had a big 
impact in Michigan. 

Now that the Armed 
Services Committee has 
completed its work, I’m 
hopeful that we can soon 
bring the bill before the full 
Senate for consideration, 
work with our colleagues in 
the House to work out dif- 
ferences between our bill 
and the House’s own bill, 
and send a final bill to the 
president for his signature. 
This legislation has been a 
bipartisan priority for more 
than five decades, and I am 
confident we'll uphold that 
tradition this year.

Paul’s Ministry of Grace 


“13Nevertheless, brethren, 
I have written the more boldly 
unto you in some sort, as 
putting you in mind, because 
of the grace that is given to 
me of God.” (Rom 15:15). 
Everything Paul had achieved 
in his ministry he attributed to 
God’s gift of grace. All 
Christians can claim salvation 
by the same gift of God’s 

race alone as stated in 
phesians 2:8,9: “8For b 

race are ye saved throug 

aith; and that not of your- 
Selves: it is the gift of God: 
9Not of works, lest any man 
should boast.” 

First, God’s grace is coura- 
geous or bold because it is 
solely a gift of God and 
because it provides for every 
Christian God’s unmerited or 
undeserved favor. Paul had 
just finished detailed instruc- 
tion in Romans chapters 14 
and 15 teaching the strong 
and weak Christians at Rome 
how to live together in com- 
plete harmony with each 
other. Either side could have 
accused Paul of bias or preju- 
dice toward their own doctri- 
nal position and practice. As 
Paul said in Romans 12:3: 
“3For I say, through the grace 
given unto me, to every man 
that is among you, not to 
think of himself more highly 
than he ought to think; but to 
think soberly, according as 
God hath dealt to every man 
the measure of faith.’ As Paul 
reminded us in | Corinthians 
4:7 everything we have came 
from God: “7For who 
maketh thee to differ from 
another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? 
now if thou didst receive it, 
why dost thou glory, as if thou 
hadst not received it?” As 
John 2:16 reminds us we are 
all tempted to fall through the 
Just and pride of this world 
system instead of trusting 
Christ: “16For all that is in 
the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and 
the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world.”

“That’s the whole point of 
access control is controlling 
traffic,” Jorgenson said. 

Finally, a new connector 
road leading to Margrethe 
Boulevard, will be built. The 
road, which will be about 
one-eighth of a mile, will 
intersect with Military 
Road, 

William McQueen, who 
lives off of Borcher’s Way, 
said he has concerns with 
the slope of the new road- 
way, citing accidents that 
have taken place on Military 
Road 

“Trucks have fallen off 
the roadway because they 
can’t come to a stop right 
there,” McQueen said.’ 

Don Babcock, managing 
director for the Crawford 
County Road Commission, 


said the road would slope at 
a rate of less than six per- 
cent. 

Don Williams said he is 
getting the perception that 
Camp Grayling was moving 
toward being more of a fed- 
eral facility for armed 
forces. 

“I can accept sinace but 
I like to be in on it from the 
beginning,” Williams said. 

Jim Robson, . facilities 
engineer for Camp 
Grayling, said the changes 
are being made to modern- 
ize security in the post 9/11 
era. 

“Since 9/11, everything 
has changed as far as nation- 
al defense,” Robson said. 
“Ultimately, it is on military 
land. “It’s not a federal issue 
at all.” 

After 


9/11, Robson 


requested that concrete bar- 
ricades be placed at the 
entrance of Camp Grayling. 
A terrorist could conceiv- 
ably still crash though the 
barricades, take out the 
guards and do whatever they 
wanted to do at Camp 
Grayling. 

“Th. way the new site 
will be set up, that will elim- 
inate that risk,” R. -vson said. 

Three moututed street 
lights will be placed along 
the roadway to illuminate 
the entrance to Camp 
Grayling. One street light 
was already in the planning 
stages to be installed at the 
intersection of M-93 and 
Military Road, regardless of 
the proposed project, to deal 
with concerns over 
motorists missing the turn 
during nighttime hours, 


Robson said, 

Landscaping, lighting and 
signage would be placed at 
the entrance of Camp 
Grayling to give the public 
and visitors a good first 
impression, Robson said, 

The project requires 
approval from the Crawford 
County Road Commission 
and the Michigan 
Department of 
Transportation before con- 
struction permits are issued, 

Margrethe Boulevard resi- 
dents said they wanted to 
stay informed while plans 
are being finalized. 

“There comes a point 
where there is no turning 
back,” Bill Diedrich said. 

Construction is slated to 
Start in August with an 
anticipated completion date 
in the fall.
